Seven Bodies Had Been Recovered 
at 9 O’Clock This Morning. 


; ‘Terrible Rush of Water From the Melzingah 
Reservoir, Burst by Collapse 


of Upper Dam. 


NEWBURGH, N. Y., July 14.—The 
Melzingah reservoir in the Fishkill Moun- 
tains, near Mattewan, burst at 3 o’clock 
this morning, owing to the heavy rains. 

The water ran into the creek and two 
miles below, near Dutchess Junction, 
washed away brick yard buildings, in- 
cluding boarding-houses occupied by la- 
borers. 

Three bulldings, two of which were 
boarding-houses, were swept away by 
the rushing water. 

At 9 o’clock seven bodies had been re- 
covered. Two of them were those of Peter 
Mulligan and wife, who kept one of the 
two boarding-houses for brick yard labor- 
ers that were swept away by the flood. 

The names of the others are not known. 

It is reported that twenty are yet miss- 
ing. 

Tons of earth and sand were washed 
down by the flood, and men are digging 
into this mass to recover other bodies, 

There were two reservoirs in the moun- 
tain, the lower one half a mile distant 
from the other. The upper dam gave 
way, letting the volume of water into the 
lower reservoir. This also burst, and the 
water rushed down through a ravine. 

' Van Buren & Timonis’ brick yards on 
the Hudson, just below Dutchess Junc- 
tion, are a mile distant from the site of 
the lower reservotr. 

Without warning the flood reached 

‘them through the ravine and made terri- 
ble havoc. 

Buildings were torn in pieces and their 
occupants carried away in the raging 
flood. 

The waterworks system was operated | 


by a private company and supplied the 
Villages of Matteawan and Fishkill-on- 
the-Hudson., 

The flood washed away 200 yards of the 
Hudson River Railroad track. 

Trains were stalled all the way from 
Fishkill to Poughkeepsie. One of these 
was a Cook excursion train, the passen- 
gers on which expected to start for 
Europe to-day. 

A temporary trestle was built at the 
break in the Hudson River Railroad track 
and the Montreal express, south-bound, 
passed over, 

It will be late this afternoon before 
trains can be run on time.

WHERE IT OCCURRED. 


Description and Location of the Scene 
of Disaster. 


NEWBURG, N. Y., July 14.—The descrip- 
tion and location of the reservoir follows: 

The reservoir, the bursting of which 
caused the havoc at Duchess Junction this 
morning is situated in the Fishkil]) Moun. 
tains about a mile east of the junction. It 
collects the surface water from the north 
side of South Bacon and the south side of 
a ne'ghboring mountain, and Is 500 feet above 
tide water. Its overflow reaches the Hud. 
s0n by way of a small stream known as 
Towanda Creek. 

At the west end of the ravine are the 
devasted brick yards. The reservoir is of 
oval shape and about 500 feet long and 0 


feet wide and 30 or 35 feet deep. It is used 
as an auxillary supply to the regular water 
works system of Manhattan and Fishkill 
Landing from the main source of which it 
is distant about four miles. The largest 
reservoir of this system is a considerable 
lake near North Bacon, which has massive 
masonry and is intact. A second reser- 
voir, situated much lower down the moun- 
tain, which was built to reduce the pressure 
into the pipes, is also unbroken. These 
two have direct connection with the Duchess 
Junction reservoir, though all three feed into 
the same pipes.

EHERMAN’S CORRESPONDENCE 
WITH SALISBURY ON THE

Charge Distinctly Made That the Brit- 
ish Government Has Failed to 
Observe the Paris Award. 


WASHINGTON, D.C., July 14.—Important 
and positive instructions have recently 
been sent by Secretary Sherman to Ambas- 
sador Hay for his guidance in urging on the 
British Government a compliance with the 
provisions of the Bering Sea award, which 
look to the preservation of seal life in Alas- 
kan waters. The instructions were prepared 
as a reply to a recent note from Lord Sal- 
isbury handed to Secretary Sherman by Sir 
Julian Pauncefote a few days before the 
British Ambassador sailed from New York 
for London. They show at length England’s 
policy of procrastination, her continued 
failure and refusal to support this Govern- 
ment-in its efforts to prevent the extermina- 
tion of the seal herd and the anxiety of the 
United States frequently made known to 
the London Foreign Office that steps should 
be taken, to preserve the seals as an ob- 
ligation imposed by the Paris tribunal. The 
instructions are {n part as follows: 

“His Excellency, John Hay, Etc., London: 
The British Ambassador has handed me a 
copy ofa gre to him from Her er 
ty’s principal Secretary of State for For- 
eign Affairs, which dispatch constitutes the 
reply of the British Government to the pro- 
posals of the President, as presented in a 

ote of your embassy for a modus vivend! 
or the suspension of all killing of seals for 
the present season, and for a joint confer- 
ence of the powers concerned, with a view 
to the neceseary measures being adopted for 
the gg ae of the fur seal in the North 
Pacific. It will be seen that both proposals

of one scientist, whose facts and conclu- 
rions are incorrectly apprehended, and the 
delay of the report of another, which its for 
the first time made public concurrently with 
the receipt of His Lordship’s note. It would 
have been gratifying to me, and useful to 
my Government, in studying this important 
subject under consideration, if Prof. 
Thompson's report could have been made 
mublic with the promptness which marked 
he appearance of that of Dr. Jordan. In 
that case, there would have been ample 
time for both governments to have exam- 
ined the reports of the eminent scientists 
before the opening of another sealing sea- 
fon. But it seems to have better suited 
the purposes of Her Majasty’s Government 
to withhold Prof. Thompson's report until 
an opportunity was afforded to exam’ ne 
that of Dr. Jordan, and thus enable the 
former to pase the latter in review, criticise 
iis statemenis and, as far as possible, mini- 
mize its conclusions, 

“It is not Poeent to have to state that 
the impartial character whieh it has been 
the custom to attribute to the reports of 
naturalists of high standing has been 
Aaa f impaired by the impatient subjec- 
tion of this report to the political Saageneion 
of the situation. It is further to be re- 
retted that the report was so long delayed 
hat no opportunity was afforded this Gov- 
ernment to examine before the definite and 
final rejection of the President’s proposals, 
based mainly upon its conclusions, was 
communicated to me, This conduct recalls 
the incident which preceded the arbitration 
at Paris, and, which came near rendering 
that arbitration abortive, when a similar 
report of a British commission was with- 
held until after the case of each Govern- 
ment was exchanged and the report of the 
American commission was made public. 

“Lord Salisbury asserts that Dr. Jordan’s

“It is not easy to understand how Lord 
Salisbury can reconcile his refueal to en- 
tertain the proposals of the President with 
the interests of his own countrymen, to say 
nothing of the friendly relations which he 
ias been desirous to maintain with the 
United States, Russia and Japan. 

‘The experience had with the scientific 
comimission of 1892, as well as the reports 
of 1896, just under review, shows that it 
ls difficult ttrough them to reach a har- 
mony of views, but we have at hand cer- 
tain statistics of undisputed authority point- 
ing unmistakably to conclusions which 
should be controlling.” 


Here Secretary Sherman quotes well- 
known statistics, showing the decrease in 
the catch.

Lord Salisbury informs 
us that the result ‘has brought many own- 
ers of the sealing vessels to the verge of 
bankruptcy.’ It thus appears that the con- 
dition of things predicted by the Govern: 
ment of the United States has already come 
to pass—the commercial] extermination of 
the seals” 

Here follows a long and exhaustive re- 
view written by the Secretary showing the 
efforts made by Secretaries Gresham and 
ey to secure a settlement of the dis- 

ute. 

Continuing Secretary Sherman says: 

“The manner in which the British Gov- 
ernment has discharged its police duties un- 
der the award is in marked contrast with 
its appeal for a strict observance of the 
five years’ period of the regulations. An 
equal obligation rests upon each Govern- 
ment to patrol the waters embraced in the 
award, in order to see that the regulations 
are not violated by the sealing vessels.’ 

The Secretary of State here quotes figures 
to sustain his contention and then says: 

‘As it-is shown that practically no patrol 
service had been rendered in Bering Sea 
by the British crulsers during the previous 
vear, the inference would seem to be that 
Her Majesty’s Government understood that 
the American cruisers only were to perform 
the patro! duty and the British cruisers to 
talk over and act upon the validity of seiz- 
ure of British te a The detailed enforce- 
ment of the regulatons has further devel- 
oped on the part of the British Government 
a strange misconception of the true spirit 
and intent of the arbitrators.” 

In this connection Seoretary Sherman 
blames the British authorities for giving 
notice that their government would not 
renew the arrangement as to. the sealing of 
arms, 


The next paragraph savs that the tardy 
action of the British Government in re- 
fusing to renew the arrangement of 1894, 
led to much trouble and inconvenience in 
connection with the patro! of Bering sea. 
The complaints of the British Government

JUDGE STEVENS’ STINGING 
SPEECH TO THE A. P. A. 


QUESTION OF RULE OR RUIN. 


DECLARED FILLEY FURNISHED 
PASSES TO THE CONVENTION. 


The Ex-President Says He Will Follow 
the Filley Henchmen as Long 
as He Lives. 


Had some of the utterances made at the 
Tuesday session of the A. P. A. convention 
been deposited in a phonograph the results 
would be of startling Interest. All A. P. A. 
meetings are held secretly, therefore only 
members of the order are entitled to ad- 
missidn. 

The feature of the proceedings was the 
speech made by Judge J. H. D. Stevens, the 
retiring president. His name had been 
mentioned for re-election. 

“I cannot accept the nomination tendered 
me so unanimouely,’’ President Stevens said 
by way of preface, “although I thoroughly 
appreciate such demonstration of confidence 


in my administration of affairs.’’ 
Then President Stevens placed his suc- 
cessor in nomination and, continuing, said: 
“IT will stand as a supporter to my suc- 
cessor to’the bitter end and I will follow in 
the footsteps of the Filley henchmen as 
long as there is life in me. I declare that 


men seeking to lead politica] dishonor 
should not hold public office, Leaders 
should be. men of higher ambition and 


more noble motives than that of leading a 
bull pup by a string or blackmailing un- 
fortunate fallen women and houses of iI] 
repute, 

“Gentlemen of the convention, I am speak- 
ing from the records of investigation at the 
City Hall and at the Four Courts,” 

Continuing at great length, President 
Stevens, in his speech, reviewed the cause 
leading up to the pees split in the ranks 
of the A. P. A. He freely charged Chaun- 
cey Ives Filley with attempting to rule or 
ruin the order. He discovered that he could 
not rule it. Then he set about to ruin it. 
President Stevens declared the Filley dis- 
ruption would not result in any permanent 
herm to the regular order. In fact, he 
thought it better that the Filley followers 
secede. 

“It is just what we want,” the retiring 
president exclaimed, ‘for now Filley and 
his followers must make an open fight. They 
can no longer cloak themselves under cover. 
The situation is just what we desire. The 
Filley contingent is the most corrupt politi- 
cal machine of modern times, having no re- 
gard whatever for the constitution of the 
order of any consideration for associates in 
the ranks, 

‘‘Here is an instance. One hundred Filley 
henchmen attended the convention held at 
Kansas City last year.

None of the com- 
mittees was ready to report when the after- 
noon session began at 2:30 o'clock. 

A telegram was received from National 
President Echols stating he could not come 
to St. Louls, owing to urgent personal busi- 
ness. Congressman Linton, who was also 
expected and was on the programme for a 
speech, wired the convention he was sick 
in bed.

The giant cor- 
poration that runs that State resented 
this intrusion upon its preserves by en- 
couraging the building of the West Shore 
Railroad to parallel the Néw York Cen- 
tral road. In the smash of values that 
followed Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan inter- 
vened., He apportioned fhe Staite of 
Pennsylvania to the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Co., and he insured New York 
State to the Vanderbilts. From that in- 
cident, which fitly occurred on his yacht 
Corsair in July, 1885, dates Mr. Morgan's 
formal assumption of the role of corpo- 
fate monitor, 

Prior to that event all values in which 
transportation entered, including all the 
necessaries of living, were fixed by a 
Trunk Line Assoctation of nine men, who 
met in an office at the foot of Liberty 
street, New York. It was dominated by 
George B. Roberts and Chauncey M. De- 
pew. No man could engage in any busi- 
ness Involving the transportation of his 
g00ds without prostrating himself before 
the General Manager of a railway and 
asking for a chance to live and do busi- 
ness. Wealth was quickly made. The 
railway kings created fortunes and mo-

It is seldom 
cleaned, the leavings each day serving as 
the foundation for the next day’s ragout.. 

Meat of all dates and conditions, with a 
few vegetables, form the staple. A pound 
and a half goes into the joint kettle each 
day for each man and the odor and gen- 
eral appearance of the average caldron are 
positively beyond description.

It is only a little 
hog meat and flour we get now at 61 cents a 
ton, God only knows what it will be at 45 
cents, with a 6-foot vein of coal and three 
days’ work a week. Operators themselves 
frankly admit that at the tonnage mined 
even the present rate—61 cents—is too low.”’ 

A well-informed company official ac- 
knowledeéd: “No, I carnot understand how 
miners manage to live.” 

He had just found that the books showed 
a tota!] of 115 days’ actual operation of the 
mine during the twelve months up to July 
1, 1887. This means that the average miner 


boarding shanty Is the same as a college 
students’ boarding club, with the difference 
that most foreign couples make money. 
The man becomes a “boarding boss’’ and 
works also at mining. The wife cooks, and 
the partnership gets $2.50 from each board- 
er monthly. 

The money department at this post-office 
would show that one of these men has sent 
over $1,500 to Europe in the last six years. 

Allowing for a deduction for idle days, 
the daily cost for living of a single foreign 
miner is not more than 25 cents. Company 
houses rent for $4 to $% monthly. I found 
some inclosing fifteen adults and five chil- 
dren. Many are more crowded. Few are 
reasonably clean, but as a general thing the 
interiors of the foreign miners’ boarding- 
houses are a fetid combination, painfully 
visible uncleanliness and sickening human 
emelis. 

In one upper room I saw five filthy beds 
two men asleep in each. The room was

They 
have always had enough to drink and to 
spare. At least 300 “eighth” Kegs of beer 
come here every two weeks—pay day. 
Ninety per cent is drunk by the foreign 
miners, averaging a pint and a third daily 
for each man.

HE WAS CRAZED BY LIQUOR. 


Aged Wife of the Suicide Searched for 
Him Throughout the Night 
and Found His Body. |

remained away from home Tuesday night.

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NDW YORK, July 14~—At the Holland 
House is a prematurely gray young man, 
tall, handsome and broad-shouldered. He 
has an elaborate suite of rooms, an English 
valet and two private secretaries. He is just 
over from London. 

“E. Johnson” is the name under which 
this young man, who is looked upon as a 
“Croesus,” is traveling. 

E. J. Pennington is his real name. 8t. 
Louis newspaper readers, especially business 
men, will recall him with keen interest, for 
as Pennington he attracted widespread at- 
tention in St. Lonis, Illinois and elsewhere 
a few years agovas the promoter of marvel- 
lous business enterprises and the organizer 
of companies with millions of capital in the 
prospectuc. 

As Pennington he disappeared after cer- 
tain newspaper articles were published 
about him tn 18938. He had very little money 
then, he eays. ‘. 

As Johnson he comes back boasting that 
he has made a-million and a half, and he 
says that as Pennington he never did any- 
thing wrong, and that with his million and 
& half he is able to face the past. 

One of his great enterprises was a scheme 
for an electric railroad from Chitago to 
Indianapolia. Thie scheme collapsed, and 
about fifty men who had been employed at 
grading sought in vain for their pay. That 
was in August, 1893. 

But a still more picturesque thing wh'ch 
helped to make him famous was the mar- 
velous Pennington airship, which was to 
sail from Mount Carmel, Ill., to New York 
City on New Year’s day, 1891. The airship 
never made its journey. But it was on ex- 


hibition for severa] weeks in the old Expo- 
Sition Building in Chicago. It was alleged 
to have been a huge fake, but Pennington 
indignantly denied the charge when talking 
with the Post-Dispatch correspondent. As 
he talked Pennington took out h‘s watch. 
The rim of the case on each eide is en- 
crusted with diamonds as large as peas. 
He also wears a big diamond in his tie and 
a big diamond ring. He is otherwise gor- 
geously arrayed. 

Pennington is interested at present in a 
new scheme. He has invented a motor car 


and has organized several companies in 
var-ous parts of the world for the purpose 
of manufacturing these motors. e has 


just returned from London, where, he as- 
serts, he has associated with h:.m in ‘his 
schemes some of the most prominent capt- 
talists in England and France, including 
several of the nobility. 

For one of his motor patents Pennington 
says he received recently $500, from a 
bicycle company of London. He denies that 
he is looking for American dollars to further 
his schemes, 


Pennington was first heard from ina 
large way at Mount Carmel, Ill., where he 
claimed to have perfected an airship. He 
incorporated a company for $10,000,000 under 
the Illinois law by paying a fee of $2. He 
had finely engraved certificates of stock 
and a worgeows prospectus showing mam- 
moth buildings covering acres of Mount 
Carmel ground. 

The scheme was working finely. Penning- 
ton was his own press agent and did good 
work until a correspondent who visited 
Mount Oarmel discovered that there was 
nothing in the Court-house records to show 
a deed, a bond for a deed, a trust instru- 
ment, mortgage or other record showing 

urchase of lands and not a nail being 

riven toward building anything. Thie cor- 
respondent got an outside view of the build- 
ing in which the Pennington bird was sa’d 
to be caged and an inside view of Penning- 
ton’s ecrew factory, in which a Mount 
Carmel] subsidy h been sunk. He also got 
Pennington to declare that he had a millon 
dollars’ paid-up capital deposited seome- 
where before he had made an experimental 
trip or a single stockholder had seen his 
model.

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But meantime there are complicatipns of 
a somewhat embarrassing nature.

“Of course the action of certain of my 
arishioners in suggesting criminal proceed- 
ngs for libel against the Archbishop cannot 

have had any influence in this Moberly 
suggestion. is Grace well knows I would 
not resort to any such methods of revenge 
or vindication. Nor would I permit such 
action on the part of anybody if I could 
prevent it, and I think I can. 

“Archbishop Kain is well aware of how I 
feel on the subject, of what I know to be 
false and injurious charges, and nobody is 
quicker than he to resent slanders. He 
has had experience in that line, and came 
out with flying colors. I remember, and so 
do the clergy generally,when Fr. Kain, as he 
then was, defended himself against certain 
slanderous charges in a way that comman4- 
ed the admiration of the country. His 
Grace was then pastor of a chyrch in Har- 
per’s Ferry, Va. It was in th® early ‘70's, 
and I remember when I was a student in 
Chicago how the recital of that affair st'rred 
me. A country editor near Harper’s Ferry 
had published an article on Fr. Kain, re- 
flecting in the most vulgar way upon his 
personal habits. He was accused of in- 
temperance and immorality. The community 
was greatly shocked and outraged, for it 
knew the charges were untrue, and Pro- 
testants and Catholics alike demanded that 
the charges should be sustained or refuted. 

“Fr. Kain bade his friends be quiet, and 
said he would take care of the editor. He 
did. He waited on the reckless fellow with 
two big pistols, and gave him five minutes 
to pen an article of retraction. This was 
printed. Then he sued him for libel and 
slander and recovered a verdict for $10,000 
damages. 

“T don’t suppose he got the money, but 
he vindicated his good name, and it was, no 
doubt, the young priest’s spirited. action in 
that affair that won him the plaudits of 
all the people in West Virginia and helped 
him to the honors of the iscopate. 

“The Lord hates a coward, and is apt to 
despise those who do not defend their good 
name.’’ 

Fr. Tuohy says that his counsel. Rev. Fr. 
Burtsell of New York, will hereafter have 
charge of all matters pertaining to his 
case. Dr. Burtsell is famed in the church 
as a Canonist, and his defense of Fr. M-c- 
Glynn in New York made his name famous 
the world over.

The e.ght- 
hour day was already granted by two-thirds 
of the employers, some of whom were tak- 
ing advantage of this opportun'ty to try to 
go back on their old contracts, 

By the end of the wees 11,00 to 16,000 


members will be out, forcing idleness on 
fully 100,000 men in all, includ helpers. 

The strongest trades union in England, 
under the name of Engineers, includes 
nearly everyone engaged in the manufa t- 
ure of machinery, turners, fitters, black- 
smiths, machine men, pattern-makers, boil- 
er-makers, etc., and has 93,000 members and 
forty branches in the States, with 3,00) 
members. For years it has been accumulat- 
ing funds, and now has $1,800,000 instan ly 
available for strike wages. As much more 
can be raised when needed. 

The fight is between the richest labor or- 
fanizat.on and the richest empoyers ‘f- 
ganization in the United K.ngdom. The 
men are coo] and calm, as are the masters. 
No violence is expected before Saturday. 

The men expect the fight to last eight or 
ten weeks. The masters declare they will
